His death has been re- 
ported thrice, and thrice denied. It 
would be quite possible for the Em- 
press Taitu (pronounced Tie-to), the 
most powerful ‘woman on the African 
continent since, perhaps, the day of 
Cleopatra, to conceal news of her hus- 
band's death for weeks, for reasons 
which wil! appear in this article. Even 
if he is still Mving, a recent paralytic 
stroke has left him in such a condition 


that his reign may be considered as 


over. 


brief but none the less sanguinary. war 
of succession, will bring to the throne 
of Ethiopia Prince Lydj Eyassu, a lad 
who is barely fourteen years old. For 
some years, in spite of the fact that 
Prince Lydj was the direct heir to 
Menelik’s dominions, Abyssinian affairs 
have been dominated by the Empress 
Taitu, the masterful better half of the 
ailing sovereign. 
To Rule on Own Account. 

In her way, her majesty its as re- 
markable as was the late dowager em- 
press of China, and she has been for 
Many yearsthe emperor's most trusted 
adviser. It is not surprising then if 
the prospect of. resigning her high 
posttion to the keeping of a youth 
ho is of no blood relationship to her- 
self should have given rise in her mind 
to a desire to rule on her own account 

That igs what the existing situation 
in Abyssinia means, and if there is to 
be a war of succession the two par- 
ties to the strife will be the supporters 
of the heir-apparent and the adher- 
ents of the Empress Taitu. There is, 
however. something more than suc- 
cessiona) rivalry in the prevailing 
state of affairs at Addis Abeba. and 
that is the existence of a feud between 
the provinces of the north and the 
provinces of the south, the bitterness 
between the two divisions of the coun- 
try practically preventing a satisfac- 
tory compromise between the empress 
and the helir-apparent from being 
achieved. 

For many generations the northern 
states have been the predominant part- 
ner in the Abyssinian federation. With 
the succession of Menelik, who was 
hereditary ruier of the leading south- 
ern state, the south became supremeé6, 
and as the Empress Taitu is a south- 
erner, the south at the present time is 
looking to her to continue its suprema- 
ey over the north. 

It happens, however, that Prince 
Lyvdj Eyassu is the son of one of Mene- 
lik’s daughters, by a wife other than 
the Empress Taitu, who was married 
by Menelik to a very powerful north- 
ern prince, the Ras Michael. Obvious- 
lv, therefore, the heir-apparent is a 
northerner, and his father, so far as 
he has been able, has roused the north 
to support his son's interests. In this 
way the succession is complicated by 
a tribal quarrel which it is almost {m- 
possible to settle save by force of arms. 
The empress thcroughly understands 
the situation, but she is at the dis- 
advantage of being supported by tribes 
who do not make such good soldiers 
nor are so fond of fighting as those of 
the north. 

Arranged a Marriage. 

The difference between the two peo- 
ples is considerable, and influences the 
dynastic position so much that the Em. 
press Taitu lately arranged a mar- 
riage between the heir-apparent and 
the Princess Romanie, who her 
niece, and a granddaughter of the fa- 
mous northern ruler, the Emperor 
John. 3y this marriage the dynasty 
of the north was united with that of 
the south, and many powerful families 
in addition were brought Into relation. 
ship with the emperor and empress, 
though the compremise undoubtedly 
would carry more weight if the parties 
to the marriage were of an age when 
they could be relled upon to protect 
their own interests. As already has 
been stated, Prince Lydj Eyassu I!s in 
his fourteenth year, while his wife is 
a chit of seven.

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present the first success has fallen to 
the party of the empress, for a few 
weeks ago an important general, whom 
she had appointed to be governor gen- 
eral of the north, inflicted severe losses 
upon a northern prince who had taken 
the fleld against him. With a little 
more time to get ready, there is no 
Gcubt that the .heir-apparent would 
rally an important section of the coun- 
try to his side. He js an intelligent 
lad, and shows in a high degree that 
precocity for which the Asiatic youth 
is so remarkable. He has been edu- 
cated in a coptic monastery, and al- 
ready speaks, with more ar less famil- 
larity, French, German and English. 
Like most of the Abyssinian princes he 
takes an interest in the military devel- 
opment of the state, and is profoundly 
amused by firearms of all descriptions. 
A new rifle wins the little fellow’s 
heart as rapidly, and surely, as a box 
of sweets overcomes the shyness of an 
ordinary child. 

An amusing incident occurred when 
the Austrian mission, which the Em- 
peror Joseph sent to Menelik, reached 
the Abyssinian capital. It was accom- 
panied by two pieces of artillery, which 
were promptly inspected by the little 
prince, to whom the mechanism and ca- 
pacity were explafned. A few miles 
from Addis Abeba, on the crest of the 
hills, is a group of trees which marks 
the village of an fmportant chief, who 
at the time had incurred the displeas- 
ure of the imperial court. The Aus- 
trian officers, of course, had no knowl- 
edge of the existence of the village 
when they pointed out the trees to the 
little prince and told him to watch the 
effect of a shell upon them. 

Guns Trained on Trees. 

Immensely pleased at the possibili- 
ties of the demonstratien, he urged 
the officers to be as quick as possible, 
as otherwise his tutor would arrive 
and he feared that the Austrian offi- 
cers would be informed of their mis- 
take. The guns were unlimbered, load- 
ed and trained on the trees, when a 
group of Abyssinian officials came 
upon the scene and by a few inquiries 
prevented the village of the recalcit- 
rant prince from being shelled, much 
to the heir-apparent’s chagrin! 

Although the heir-apparent is barely 
14 years old, he has been brought up to 
realize the sense of his position, and 
the responsibilities attaching to it. 
Under the guidance of the Emperor 
Menelik he has been trained in state 
matters and has picked up the trick of 
striking an impartial view on matters 
presented to his judgment Menelik 
prided himself on being the father of 
his people, and, like the patriarchs of 
old, gave patient hearing to hteir 
grievances at audiences to which all 
his people were free to come. During 
Menelik’s illness these audiences were 
held by one of the regents, or some high 
official, and attended by Prince Lydj 
Eyassu. On one occasion the patience 
of the official who had béen entrusted 
with the task of receiving the suppli- 
cants for the emperor’s intercession 
had become highly taxed by one of the 
petitioners. Unable to contain his in- 
dignation, which had attracted the at- 
tention of the heir-apparent, the Ras 
was about to pronounce a punishment 
which was not altogether in accord- 
ance with the merits of the case. As 
he began to speak the little prince rose 
‘from his seat with his attendants and 
dismissed the assembly. Turning to 
the official, he said that Menelik had 
taught him not to give way to his tem- 
per, and if he must not, neither might 
the official. Many little tnctdents of a 
similar character are associated with 
the emperor's grandson who, by his 
original and independent behavior, has 
made himself very popular among the 
people of the capital, and, in fact, 
among all with whom he comes in con- 
tact. 

Little Trace of Negro 

In appearafice Prince Lydj Eyassi1 
strikes an appealing note. He is well 
bulit, supple, tall, though somewhat 
slight. Hig features are regular and 


show but ttle trace of the negroid | 


element, and he 1s far fairer in com- 
piexion than his grandfather. Many 
Abyssinians possesg delicate features, 
with small hands and almost dainty 
feet, the result of an Arab strain in 
their descent. The heir-apparent is 
no exception to this racial distinction 
end, in his case, it may be traced to 
the fact that hig grandmother came 
frcm a district famous throyghout 
Abyssinia for the fair complexion of

from the same district and was re- 
markable for her beauty in early 
youth. Advancing years have rather 
encroached upon her physical charms. 
while her niece, the Princess Romanie, 
shows no indication of anything but

a strong negroid descent, as the result, 
of her relationship with the Emperor 
John. , 

Women do not, as a rule, play an 
imiportant part in Abyssinian affairs, 
but if Prince Lydj Eyassu comes in for 
his own it is not improbable that, his 
child-wife for the next few years wii! 
receive more attention than she will 
care for. Even ff the Empress Taitu 
is compelled to acknowledge the ac- 
cession of the heir-apparent and with- 
aqrew to the comparative retirement of 
the position of an empress dowager, 
her majesty may be relied upon to in- 
trigue actively against the two littiec 
people who have displaced her. Since 
Menelik was incapacitated by a stroke 
of paralysis the policy of the Empress 
Taitu has aimed at the consolidation 
of her interests, both at court and in 
the provinces. She has been remark- 
ably successful in her plans, for shc 
has contrived to surround the emperor 
at Addis Abeba with officials who 
are pledged to support her Interests, 
while in the provinces she hag brought 
abcut the effacement of all princes who 
were inimical to her

SYNDICATE. BALL 
VEN LOVE TA 


Bluff Is Made by the Na- 
tion al League. 


New York, February 19.—A sparsely 
attended meeting of directors of the 
National League of Baseball Clubs put 
itself on record tonight as opposed to 
syndicate baseball, and made some 
minor changes in the constitutton of 
the league. 

The resolution of disapproval, offer- 
ed by John T. Brush, of New York, 
and signed by the others, reads: 

“Resolved, That the league is op- 
posed to what is denominated as syn- 
dicate baseball, and it will not permit 
a dual ownership where one club owns 
or controls another club in this 
league.” . 

Owing to this phraseology, observers 
pointed out that the resolution does 
not prohibit any club owner from own- 
ing 49 per cent of the stock in one 
club and 61 per cent of stock in an- 
other club. In short, the same owner 
might be a stockholder f!n every other 
club and nominally control but one, 
whereas actually minority holding of 
49 per cent, if centered in one person, 
would assure control. 

Changes in the constitution were 
as follows: 

‘?. That umpires who default their 
assignments shall be fined one day's 
pay instead of $12, as previously. 

“9 That a postponed game need not 
be played off on the grounds where 
postponement was made, but if such 
is not done, ‘must be played off on 
the opposing club’s ground.’ 

“3 That the schedule meeting of the 
league shall be held annually in New 
York on such 2 date in February as the 
president of the league may decide. 
Ten days’ notice shall be given to 
each club.” 

President Lynch was authorized to 
confer with President Johnson, of the 
American League, to devise a new 
method of adopting playing sched- 
ules which shall do away with such 
deadlocks as happened this week.

Whereas, these institutions must be, 
and do represent a great assistance, 
the first and greatest factorship. in 
bettering conditions must come from 
among the ranks of the girls them- 
selves. They must be willing to be 
helped, by getting together and see- 
ing what they want and then starting 
out to get it. Until this spirit of in- 
dividual responsibility or conscious- 
néss is felt, very little that Is definite 
can be done. 

Not even the most progressive and hu- 
niane of employers, under the best 
system of welfare work, can establish 
the system until he sees the coopera- 
tion first among the employees. 

Organization in this, as in al] other 
activities in line with progress, must 
come first and then there can come the 
more rational relation between em- 
pleyer and employee, which will estab- 
lish the wage standards, the matter 
of time, and the matter of efficiency 
and inefficiency. 

Where this condition prevails in the 
store, the shop or the factory, one 
hearg little need of philanthropy, but 
rather a well-organized prosperity. 

Advantages of Welfare System, 

An example of this well-established 
system of welfare work is to be seen 
in the Nunnaliy-McRae manufacturing 
plant for workingmen’s clothes. There 
600 women are on the payroll, a glance 
at which revealed the fact that the 
average wage of the women employees 
ig $10 per week. About one-third of 
the number receive an averdge wage 
of $12 to $15, and there were severai 
on this week’s payroll who received $16 
and over. 

The “women work by the piece, and 
the wage is determined by their com- 
petency, and _ their etivity. They 
vork eight hours a day, and four 
hours on Saturday. The women em- 
ployees ure on the third floor of the 
building and the sewing room is 
lighted and ventilated from four sides, 
windows at intervals along the four 


| walls. The ceiling is high and the 
J 


the employment of union labor had 
obviated those conditions which might 
come under the head of “problem.” 

“My problem is to obtain suffictent 
labor,” said Mr. Nunnally. “There is 
not enough competent labor to supply 
the demand. \ 

“But the labor I have gives me no 
trouble. My employees are organized 
among themselves, and this employ- 
ment of an organized force has proven 
the greatest factor in the growth and 
prosperity of my plant. 

“Twelve years ago the plant opened 
with about twenty-five employees— 
these not organized. Later organiza- 
tion was established and in three 
branches——the establishment on Mitch- 
ei] street, theoneon Marietta street 
and the one at Roswell—600 women 
are employed.” 

When asked about the relative com- 
petency of the city girl and the coun- 
try girl, Mr. Nunnaily defended the 
country girl against the too general 
charge of illiteracy. “A great deal of 
my best labor is from the country,” he 
stated, “and there are no more intelli- 
gent employees in the state than those 
in the branch established at Roswell, 
Ga.” 

Differences Adjusted. 

“How are differences adjusted?’ was 
here asked. 

“We do not Rave differences,’ de- 
clared Mr. Nunnally, “but whenever 
questions arise between the employees 
and the management, we (the manage- 
ment) confer with a committée repre- 
senting the organization of the em- 
ployees. If the matter is not adjuat- 
ed through this means, then it is 
taken to the headquarters of the or- 
manization and the executive commit- 
tee there confers with the manage- 
ment here and the matter is con- 
sidered and settled through that means 
with satisfaction to both sfdes.” 

The Garment Makerw’ Union. 

Having heard this encouraging 
story from a manufacturer who seems 
to be realizing the best phases of the 
working girl problem and to have his 
doors open at all times for more 
operatives, a visit to the meeting of 
the people, making possible the story, 
was the next step in a movement the 
purpose of which is to help.

Mra. Ottley Present. 

Present at the meeting was Mrs. 
J. K. Ottlev. representing the ex- 
ecutive board of the welfare work 
of the National Civic Federation, the 
purpose of which is the conciliation of 
capital and labor. She was introduced 
by Mr. Jerome Jones, editor of The 
Journal of Labor. 

Mrs. Ottley briefly stated the pur- 
poses of the National Civic Federation 
and reminded her listeners that in al! 
movements for social betterment, all 
elements must pull together, and that 
in the world today people were learn- 
ing this, organizing and cooperating 
for what would prove ultimate good 
to all. 

She believed that one of the obliga- 
tions of the present moment of all 
women was to help the untrained, un- 
skilled woman. 

“You are fortunate tn being able to 
do something well, otherwise you 
would not be here hopeful and pros- 
perous and organized,” said Mrs. Ott- 
ley. Now, can’t you help those who 
do not know the values of organiza- 
tion; who are untrained, and who, for 
that reason, can not command the re- 
sources. you do? 

“Let all women unite to get at the 
cause of 80 much untrained, unskilled 
labor, and to work out better condi- 
tions. Even with organization there 
will stlil be the untrained labor to 
clog the wheels of progress, but if all 
organizations, yours and mine, all 
working for social betterment, work 
for better schools in town and country

Recent Cold Weather 
Has Done No Harm, 
Say the Growers. 


“The recent cold snap has not hurt 
the coming fruit crop,” is the state- 
ment made by the Georgia Fruit Ex- 
change, with headquarters in Atlanta, 
following the reception of reports from 
all sections of the state where the 
membership of this splendid body is 
‘ocated. This means that the famous 
Georgia peach crop is, as yet, unin- 
jured, and the outlook is bright for 
a splendid crop to be marketed through 
this exchange during the coming sea- 
son. 

The continued cold which has been 
felt throughout the state since early 
in December has retarded any prema- 
ture sap rising or budding, and has 
held back from blooming the peach 
trees of Georgia. As a result, these 
cold sneps which have been coming 
in rapid succession have passed the 
fruit trees over unharmed. 

At the Georgia Fruit Exchange, 
where the condition of the trees Is 
watched as intently as the florist cares 
for his hothouse flowers, it is stated 
that a temperature of 8 degrees above 
zero would be required now to serious- 
ly harm the growing fruit. 

Manager I. M. Fleming spent the pest 
week tn the shipping towns of Corne- 
lia, Baldwin and Mount Airy, signing 
up the growers, while Assistant Man- 
ager H. D. Marks has been performing 
a similar service in the vicinity of Fort 
Valley, Marshallville and Reynolds. 
From the reports received from them, 
it is very evident that over 90 per cent 
of the fruit crop is to be marketed 
through the exchange this vear. 

So successful has been the operation 
of the exchange in regard to the han- 
dling of the peach crop, that the apple 
growers of north Georgia are joining 
the exchange rapidly, to have the 
Georgia apples handled in the same 
way.

difficulty in walking and an especially 
severe attack of pain, and the physi- 
clan pronounced his case Locomotor- 
Ataxia, and yet on inquiry I find that 
this patient has been for 5 years prior 
to that going from one Doctor to 4an- 
other getting treatment for Rheuma- 
tism and various other symptoms, all 
of which had they been carefully looked 
into and analyzed, would have pointed 
to the beginning of serious organic 
nervous affection. 

It is only a few years since that we 
looked upon these cases as having their 
origin in the spinal cord, but today the 
weight of evidence goes to prove mat 
their initial starting point is in the 


nerve terminations, and this being the 
case, why-not look for the symptoms 
that are caused by these nervous itrri- 
tations and begin proper treatment be- 
fore the secondary lesions begin in the 
Spinal cord, lesions which are so much 
more difficult to control. 

The history I have given 
have seen repeated, not scores, but 
hundreds of times, for it has been my 
fcrtune to see much of these serious 
troubles. 

In the case above, which is 
suppositious one at all, but an actual 
experience, careful inquiry failed to 
reveal any known cause for the dis- 
ease or, at least, any of the causes

»which are usually given for it, no his- 
tory of syphilis or any other serious 
disease, but the case did peculiarly il- 
lustrate what 1 have long contended 
was the greatest causative factor in 
the production of nearly all the serious 
nervous affections, viz: the long con- 
tinued action of some toxine affecting 
nutrition in such a way as to have a 
peculiarly deleterious effect on the 
nerve terminations and eventually on 
the central nervous system. 

In this case I would have been puz- 
zied, for it is rare, but a history can De 
‘found of some germ disease that has 
thrown off toxic products, for a con- 
siderable period, but I had before seen 
cases with the very same history, and 
careful inquiry revealed the very same 
causative factor, viz, a long-con- 
| tinued, obstinate and chronic con- 
stipation which had kept up a continual 
state of auto-toxemla, a poisoned state 
of the ultimate processes of nutrition, 
and in consequences, a continual irrita- 
tion of nerve terminations. 

Right here I want to be put on rec- 
‘ord most emphatically against the 
habit the Medical profession has fal- 
‘len into of attributing every case cf 
crganic nervous disease to syphilis, for 
no greater mistake was ever made, and 
as proof of my assertion i would point 
to the quite univerga] opinion that 
these caseg are not relieved by anti- 
s}philitic treatment, and I am quite 
positive that syphilis Is a causative 
factor only the way above men- 
tioned. 

Some ten years ago,in discussing this 
very question with a physician asso- 
ciated with me in examining a large 
number of these cases, I answered this 
statement, that 46 per cent of the 
cases had had syphilis, by showing that 
83 per cent had had gonorrhea and that 
98 per cent had corns, but I doubted if 
corns caused the disease either. 

A Doctor must be scientific always, 
and be very careful that he interprets 
his data correctly. 

Some thirty years ago I was sent to 
examine into the cause of an outbreak 
of Diphtheria. A wealthy gentieman 
had bullt a very elegant home, and had 
tried to make it absolutely perfect, so 
far as Sanitary arrangements were con- 
cerned. He had been In it but a short 
{ime when an outbreak of Diphtheria 
caused the death of two of his children 
seriously affected others. The 
house was heated by furnace; there 
was a lawn between this and the aéd- 
joining house; the owner of the latter 
had had a liberal supply of manure 
spread over his portion of the lawn, 
and the Doctor came to the conclusion 
that this had contaminated

I thought it 
rather far fetched, and found on mak- 
ing careful inquiry that a nursery maid 
had come recently from a house where 
they had both scarlet fever and Giph- 
theria.

Il am getting away from my text, 
however, for the song I wish to chant 
here is that all the aches and pains 
that so many people suffer from are 
by no means due to rheumatism, and if 
Doctors would very often analyze and 
interpret these symptoms a little more 
carefully far more of these cases would 
be cured before they drift into the 
stage where organic changes take place 
in the central nervous system and 
when the case becomes not only 
difficult to cure, but almost impossible 
to get even temporary benefit. 

In my experience so-called ‘ rheu- 
matic pains is one of the most constaft 
of the symptoms in the very earliest 
Stages of the trouble. Of course it is 
not true rheumatism; it is in reality an 
irritation of sensitive nerve termina- 
tions, and this is all the more reason 
why it should be correctly interpreted. 

But, of course, there are other symp- 
toms that go to complete the en- 
semble, and go to the forming of a 
correct opinion. 

When patients come complaining of 
darting, shooting pains, numb sensa- 
tions in the extremities, we should 
never dismiss them as of slight ac- 
count, but give them careful attention 
and make sure to learn their real sig- 
nificance, for I defy any Doctor. to 
show me a single case of Locomotor- 
Ataxia, or other organic diseases of 
the nervous system but what it was 
preceded for weeks, months or it may 
be years with symptoms which, if 
they had been carefully looked into, 
would have saved the patients much 
suffering and am the same time would 
have added to the Doctor’s reputation. 

But this whole argument applies 
equally to the .whole list of chronic 
diseases, for their early recognition is 
of especially vital necessity to the pa- 
tient.

Ever since Weather Bureau Chief 
Willis Moore predicted a fine, beautiful, 
clear day for the fourth of March, 1999, 
Washingtonians and inauguration day 
visitors have been inclined to take 
“ecather bureau predictions with men- 
ta] reservations.

Washington, February 19.—(Spectal.) 
fhe controversy which has arisen in 
the national congress over a question 
of law, which has caused the senate 
and house to part company and take

In the house, 
Nepresentative Brantley was chosen to 
report the bill on behalf of the house 
judictary committee, and defend it on 
the floor. Both men carried through 
their parts ably and with credit to 
themselves. 


Brantley Wing Triumph. 


The outcome of the day was a signal 
Personal triumph for Mr. Brantley. 
His speech has been credited with hav- 
ing won over the house from the view 
already announced by the senate. to 
the conclusion reached by the house 
judiciary committee. His argument 
and conduct of the debate is compar- 
able, in the minds of members, to the 
great speech of Joseph Weldon Bailey. 
of Texas, in advocacy of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. He swayed the house 
and made them see the 
underlying legal principle through his 
eyes. In both cases legislators frankly 
ecnfessed that their votes had been 
changed by one specch. 

It is probably a daring thing to at- 
tack the hoary maxim which says 
statesmen are dead politicians; but I 
venture to suggest that not all de- 
ceased politicians are statesmen, de- 
spite the kindly and softening glow of 
post mortem eulogies; and I do insist 
that there still live and tread the 
halls of congress men who measure 
up in lofty character and splendid 
attainments to the best and ablest of 
those whose paintings and statues 
adorn the national capitol. 

It is unfortunate that it is not pos- 
sible to.take the full measure of a 
man until he has passed away; almost 
as regrettable as that cold type can- 
not convey more than a pale copy of 
the impression produced by a great 
incident of q@ great speech. 

As an example of forensic eloquence, 
the speech of Representative Brant- 
ley, of Georgia,-on the respective 
rights and privileges of the legislative 
branch and judicial branch of our gov- 
ernment, is ranked, by those who 
heard it, with the safest and sanest 
expositiong of law ever heard on the 
floor. 

“It was just such a speech as we all 
knew Brantley could make,” said Kep- 
resentative Howard, of Georgia, 
this was a time when a great occasion, 
a lofty ideal, and a brain capable of 
grasping both, came into happy and 
effective conjunction. It was a legal 
argument, let us say, that any man of 
William G. Brantley's talent, capacity 
and training in the law could have 
made. But leave that aside; dismiss 
the matter of the speech entirely, and 
long after that is forgotten, we who 
heard it will retain the memory of 
a Georgian standing on the floor of 
the house and stilling the uprvar, 
silencing the tumult and bringing 
body into line with his own concep- 
tion of a great legal principle. More 
{impressive than the applause, which 
Wag frequent and hearty, was the 
tribute from the house of its absolute, 
unwavering, spellbound attention. That 
was a tribute of which any man might 
b2 pardonably proud.” 

The concluding speech of Mr. Brant- 
ley was sharp, clear and incisive, and 
occupied no more than half an hour 
in its delivery. His speech earlier in 
the evening in opening the discussion 
had won for him great credit. One 
of his colleagues said he hated to see 
him take the floor the second time, 
fearing that the standard set in the 
first speech could not be sustained. 
“You are one of the few men I ever 
heard who rang the bell twice on the 
same day,” he said when the speech 
was concluded.

Kurope, in the case of adults who are 
proved to be iunatics, or who have 
shown themselves to be almost insaneiy 
extravagant. The tribunals treat them 
much in the same wavy as lunatics, wilii 
the exception that they do not commit 
the spendthrift to an asylum, but they 
deprive him or her of every civic right 
and appoint guardians or trustees, 
without the consent of whom no act 
of theirs has any validity. In fact 
they are judiciously declared as irre- 
sponsible. 

The matter is rather complicated in 
the case of Princess Louise. For she 
forfeited her Belgian nationality when 
she became the wife of Prince Philip of 
Coburg. and claims German citizenship. 
Zut this was lost by the divorce which 
was pronounced against her at Coburg, 
and by the terms of which she, of her 
own accord, severed all her connections 
with the sovereign hduse of Coburg. 


Has No Nationality. 


Indeed, at the present moment the 
princess is without any nationality 
wiatsoever., and the only means by 
which she ceuld be placed under Cur- 
atel, wou!d be by some understanding 
between the judicial authorities of Ger- 
many, Hungary, France and B*igtum. 
It ‘s proposed that her only son, Prince 
Leopold of Coburg, Who spent several 
montbs in the United states a couple 
of years ago, and was extensively en- 
tertained here, shoull be appointed 
as her guardian and trustee. She may 
be relied upon to fight this project by 
every means in her power. For she 
harms held no intercouse with her son 
since her elopement from Vienna with 
ex-Captain Matachich to Paris and 
Nice. some fifteen years ago. More- 
over, when she visited Brussels last 
December. at the time of King Leo- 
pold's death, her son, who was there, 
pointedly avoided meeting her. On 
the other hand, no one can blame her 
relatives for taking some such step as 
this. lt ought to have been done 
long ago. For while she may not be 
unbalanced in other matters, she is 
certainly insanely extravagant. 

Declines to Discourage Duelling. 

Whereas, Emperor William and the 
war department at Berlin are doing 
everything in their power to discour- 
age duelling, with’ such excellent re- 
sults that the number of encounters of 
this kind, which used formerly to av- 
erage sSevera: hundred a vear in the 
German army, are now considerably 
under twelve, Bavaria declines to fol- 
low suit.

Editor Constitution: It is not my 


purpose to engage in an argument 
with any who oppose the change from 
Central to Eastern time. The advo- 
cates of Eastern time are trying to 
present forcibly the physical advant- 
age of an extra daylight hour in the 
afternoon and they have all along 
eliminated the question of confusion, 
which seems to be the chief basis of 
opposition. 

In your editorials you. strike the 
keynote every time. You listen to 
and publish the arguments as to 
schedule confusion and then consistent- 
ly revert to the original proposition: 
The PHYSICAL advantage of Eastern 
over Central time. 

Those opposing Eastern time skirt 
the danger line, because in none of 
their arguments have they repudiated 
the PHYSICAL advantage of an extra 
recreation hour In the afternoon. Such 
benefit is admitted by all anda promi- 
nent physician has expressed himself 
favorabiy with regard thereto. Few of 
would take outdoor advantage of 
extra hour In the morning. Do we 
Central time? Thousands 
up to the breakfast hour 
often go to work without the 
initial meal because of dilatori- 
rising. Would Eastern time 

hardship upon these late 
arisers’? They'd procrastinate just the 
same were their work hour to begin 
"10 o'clock The later they 
supposed to go to work in the 
morning, just so long wili they pro- 
ong their retiring hour at night. Why 

make them go to bed an hour 
earlier, start their work an hour 
earlier and quit an hour earlier? The 
late sleeper. be he or she healthy and 
free from dissipation. would 
more the afternoon's 
this hour of sleep in the morning. 

It is not a question of schedules. 
Our sehedules do not give Atlanta 
the name, “Gate City.’ In North Caro- 
lina there is a “Gate City,” and the 
entire state has Eastern time. That 
city opens its gates to the north, south, 
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east and west and the arrival and de- 
parture of its trains by Central time 
would not tend to depreciate its “Gate 
City” prestige. Mr. Schlesinger, in 
agitating this change, no doubt 
Gave serious throught to schedules of 
both trains and aetreet cars before so 
doing, and with it al) aligned himself 
in favor of giving his girls the benefit 
of the added hour of afternoon day- 
light. That's what we want. First 
make the time Pastern and adjust- 
ments of business and other conditions 
will quickly and easily follow. 

In this city we have afternoon Sun- 
day schdols. Just ag some North Car- 
Olinians go to-work and quit an hour 
later with Eastern time, even so do 
some Atlantans go to work and quit 
an hour earlier with Centraltime. In 
Summer the Carolinians have church 
one hour later, and in winter an hour 
earlier. They adjust themselves to 
Fasterntime,andit ocasions no con- 
fusion. Their supposed . “mill” 
afternoon Sunday schools and 
their early and late religious hours 
create no @Gissatisfaction among them. 
A hint up there to adopt Central time 
would meet with derision and oppo- 
sition to it would be vehement in com- 
parison to the mild objections to East- 
ern time in Atlanta. We say ‘mild 
objections” because nine out of ten of 
our people approached upon this sub- 
ject deciared strongly in favor of It. 

Argue you it as you may, there ts 
less danger to our girls in the early 
morning. Catch your car an hour ear- 
lier in the morning and note the pre- 
ponderance of men. Catch a car be- 
tween 6 and 7 in the afternoon and 
note the preponderance of working 
women, even after making allowance 
for the charming ‘“make-men-stand- 
Saoppers.”” Women shrink from the 
necessity of being upon the street un- 
escorted after the lamps are lighted, 
and in the long winter, when 6 in the 
afternoon is two hours after dark with 
central time, thousands of them would 
much prefer an earlier morning hour 
than the late afternoon hour. There 
are no street insults in the early 
morning. On the other hand, unes- 
corted wemen are more closely seru- 
tinized, and often intimidated, in the 
evenings after dark.

JAPAN IS CIVILIZED, 
SAYS MAYOR GAYNOR 


Her Gunpowder as Good and 
Her Cannon as Powerful 
as Ours. 


— 


New York, BPebruary 19.— ‘Japan is 
civilized: her gunpowder is just as 
good and her cannon are just as pow- 
erful as ours, therefore she is fully 


civilized.” 

This was Mayor Gaynor's opinion of 
our Far Eastern neighbors, expressed 
at the dinner to Baron Uchida, the 
Japanese ambassador here. 

“There has been a notion that Jap- 
anese and the other eastern nations 
are not civilized,” continued Mayor 
Gaynor. “Why, the people of Japan 
were civilized when our ancestors 
were running naked in the woods and 
literally burrowing in holes for hab- 
itation. When the Arabs and Moors 
came to Spain there was not a damask 
or hanging curtain in Europe, and 
there was not a woman in lkurope 
dressed in more than one garment. 

“Japan is a great country. This is 
also a great country, and the two, if 
they unite in peace and good will, may 
do much for each other and for hu- 
manity everywhere. Japan will let in 
a flood of light for this country, and it 
is possible that the United States may 
let in a ray of light upon Japan in 
return.”

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SOUTHERN METHODIST CHURCH 
ONLY CHURCH IN UNITED STATES 
THATGRANTS NO RIGHTS TO WOMEN 


New York, February 19.—(Special.)— 
The demand of the 900,000 women in 
the Methodist church, south, which 
reaches west to California and north to 
Colorado, for equal voice with the men 
in the counsels of the church, is viewed 
with lively interest by the ministry and 
membership of the great Methodist 
body In the northern states. 

“The general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, will 
do wisely to give the women what they 
ask,” the Rev. Dr. H. K. Carroll, sec- 
retary of th Ecumenical conference, 
said to a Publishers’ Press reporter to- 
day. 

“Our own general conference placed 
women practically on a level with men 
in the matter of voting sixteen years 
ago, and only good has resulted. Wom. 
en not only vote for delegates to the 
general conference, but are eligible 
themselves to serve in that capacity. 
They are not eligible to the annual 
conferences, however, for the simple 
reason that those conferences are com- 
posed exclusively of clergymen. They 
are represented in the quarterly con- 
ferences, by various officials of thetr

New Law Requires That Regis- 
tration Books Shall Close Six 
Months Prior to the State 
Election---Voters All Over the 
State Should Register 
Once. 


Every person tn Georgia who 
the right of franchise and expects 
cast his vote in this year’s state elec- 
tions, primary and regular, must have 
his name on the registration books on 
or before April 6. 

The new state registration law, now 
in effect, requires that the registra- 
tion books shall be closed six months 
before the general state election. 

The regular state election will be 
held Wednesday, October 6; to come 
within the six months period, the reg- 
istration books must close the night 
of April 6. = | 

Thig date will, therefore, end the 
registration, both for the primary 
and regular state election. 

The state primary, under another 
law, cannot be held more than sixty 
days preceding the general election. 
It will eome some time following Au- 
gust il. 

But the same registration will be 
used for the primary as for the state 
election, and the voter, or would-be 
voter, who fails to get his name on 
the list by April 5, will be disbarred 
from voting in either. 

Registration Heported Slow. 

The registration, particularly in the 
country counties and rural districts of 
the state, is reported considerably 
backward this year, 

Information regarding “the new law 
appears to-heve filtered slowly into 
many of these sections, and it is‘said 
there are still not a few Georgians 
who do-rot know that they must reg- 
ister by April 5 or be disfranchised. 

The situation is somewhat differ- 
ent in the cities, where the matter is 
képt agitated in one: way and another.

West Philadelphia, the southern sec- 
tion of the city, Germantown and other 
parts of Philadelphia also reported at- 
tacks on cars, forcing trolley men and 
passengers to seek safety.

Second Strike in Year. 

Today's strike, the second within a 
year, came so suddenly that thousands 
of persons were caught away from 
their homes. The leaders of the union 
claim that the trouble was started by 
the company. The corporation replies 
that the strike was a prearranged af- 
fair on the part of the union. 

A committee from the union and 
President Charles O. Kruger, of the 
company, had been endeavoring 
throughout the last month to reach an 
agreement to take the place of the one 
made after the strike of last summer, 
and which expires on June 1. The men 
asked for an increase in wages, and, 
among other things, recognition alone 
of the Amalgamated Association. They 
charged that a rival organization, 
known as the United Car Men's Asso- 
c‘ation, had been put in the fleld to 
defeat the efforts being made by the 
Amalgamated Agseciation for better 
working conditions.

SEVERE BREAK MADE 
IN COTTON MARKET 


Net Loss of Eighteen to Thirty- 
Five Points Shown at 
the Close. 


New York, February 19.—There was 
a very severe break in the cotton 
market today, as a result of very much 
such panicky liquidation as that which 
marked the decline of last month. Sell- 
ing began in Liverpool before the 
opening of American markets and con- 
tinued here throughout the entire 
morning, with prices rallying only 10 
or 12 points in the late trading as a 
result of covering for over the holi- 
days. The market cloged Steady in 
tone, but at a net loss of 18@36 points. 

The opening was weak at a ecline 
of 10@365 points, in response to the 
unexpected and sensational break in 
the English market. Private cables 
were unenimous in attributing the de- 
cline there to heavy American sel)- 
ing, and one of the cables estimated 
it at fully 126,000 bales. The opening 
decline here was sufficient to catch 
stop-joss orders, and while there was 
a rally of 10 to 12 points toward the 
end of the first hour, a renewal of 
heavy selling by leading interests sent 
prices to the lowest level of the day 
late in theforenoon, when Mav con- 
tracts sold at 14.04 and July at 13.81 
or 45 to 47 points net lower on the 
active months. New crop positions 
broke from 22 to 23 points from last 
night’s finals, Dut attracted compara- 
tively little attention, as the excite- 
ment was all centered in old crop de- 
liveries and the evident liquidation of 
large long lines which were believed 
to have been partly carried over the 
break of last January, and partly ac- 
cumulated since the time when May 
sold at 13.50 in New York last month. 
The big houses with southern and 
western connections were among the 
most important sellers, while the de- 
mand came partly from spot houses, 
but was believed to be chiefly in the 
way of covering. There was nothing 
in the morning’s news from spot or 
manufacturing circles to explain the 
decline and the various rumors cir- 
culating including one of politica) dif- 
ficulties in India, were too vague to 
attract much attention. Both the New 
York and New Orleans markets wil! 
be closed on Monday and Tuesday.

For the student of woman’s progress 
-~—her present status as a part of the 
machine making for civic betterment— 
the attitude of the women who waged 
the campaign in the interest of the 
bonds was a stirring expression of the 
spirit of twentieth century woman- 
hood. 

True, the bond issue was one in 
which woman was vitally interested, 
yet there is no phase of human prog- 
ress in which woman should not at all 
times be vitally interested. Yet her ac- 
tual participation, as permitted, in all 
matters is so partial, that there might 
have been question among them as 
to the dignity of this participation 
oniy when extreme emergency seemed 
to require it. 

But there was nothing but the most 
intense zealousness on the part of the 
women; their unselfiesh giving of time 
from home and other responsibilities; 
the coming together in close touch of 
women who had never before met, and 
whose social lines were separate, in- 
dicated a condition which more than 
meets what is called the social test. 

The spirit of the individual woman 
made easy that of organizations of 
women, and for the first time in the 
city’s history of women in organized 
effort, there was that union of forces 
when it might be trulv said that all 
the women were working together. 
The women of the music, art and cul- 
ture clubs worked hand in hand with 
the little mothers’ clubs in the fac- 
tory districts. The women’s auxiliaries 
of the labor organizations, who have 
hitherto worked to themselves, warmly 
joined forces and many of them joined 
the city federation, and at the last 
one of the oldest church societies in 


the city came forward and united ef- 
fort with the big civic movement. 
Although the issue was one to unite 
all good women it is nevertheless true 
that the organization could not have 


been so directly perfected and so vig- 
orously pushed had there not been the 
splendid leadership of the one woman, 
Mrs. W. Woods White, who, as presi- 
dent of the city federation, was the 
one who, at the request of the mayor 
and others, made the first call for co- 
operation.

A Big Question.

They Own Light and Air. 

In the United States owners of land 
on the public highway have easement 
for light and air. This right was rec- 
ognized in the famous New York gele- 
vated railway cases, where the roads 
were held not to be a proper use of 
thé highway. .Heavy damages were 
given abutting property owners for 
infringement of their easements of 
light and air. Persons have the right 
to build windows overlooking the land 
of another, but the latter may ob- 
struct the view and passage of air by 
building on his own land. 

Some New Cases. 


Air navigation bids fair to open up 
a hew, wide field of litigation and we 
shall have injunctions in the air galore. 
This will tend to make air vessels nav- 
igate rather slowly, to say the least, 
and may lead to a large revenue from 
tolls for the right of passage over 
property. 

There may be air damage also. Air 
vessels are liable to be wrecked over 
a man’s land, fall upon his:house or 
stock, doing great damage. 

Suppose, for instance, an air ship 
should explode, take fire, fall, burning, 
in a horse lot, set fire to a hayrack and 
incinerate a pair of $200 mules, or burn 
several roped up beeves, as it were, 
at the stake.

Down on the Tana river the rhinos 
are more common probably than in 
any other known section of Africa. In 
two weeks we saw over 100-—perhaps 
nearer 200—of them—so many, in fact, 
that one of the chief diversions of 
.the day wag to count rhinos. One day 
we counted 26, another dav 19, and by 
the time we left the district rhinos 
had become such fixtures in the land- 
scape aS 10 cause only casua] comment, 
Perhaps there were some repeaters, 
ores that were counted twice, but even 
allowing for that there were still some 
left We saw big ones and little ones, 
Old ones and young ones, and middle 
ered ones; ones with long ears, short 
horns, double horns, and single horns, 
biack ones and red ones—in fact, a!! 
the kinds of rhinos that are resident 
in British East Af:ica. One had an 
ear gone and another had a crook in 
his tail. If we had staved another 
week we might have gotten cut a 
Tana River Rhino Directory, with ad- 
dreess and tree numbers. We studied 
them fore and aft, from in front of 
trees and from behind them, from 
eciose range and long range, over our 
shoulders and through our cameras, 
every way whereby a conscientious lov- 
er of life and nature can study a prom- 
f.ent member of the mammalia. We 
ealled the place Rhino park, because 
the country looks like a_ beautiful 
park studded with splendid trees and 
dotted with rhinos. 

When I came to Africa I was 
equipped with the following fund of 
knowledge concerning the rhinoceros: 
First, that he familiarly called 
“rhino” by the daring hunters who 
have written about him: secondly, that

I 
neied myself spinning around like a 
ri with the horn of a rbino as 
a’ pivot, and the thought had little 
‘o> commend itself to a lover of longev-

Africa and meeting 
ame of the best members of the 
thino set 1 have been able to form 
<ome conclusions of my own. They are 
found conclusive, however, for I 
vet through hunting rhinos. 
Frobably before I get through [ may 
revise my estimates of him and join 
the ranks of those older in experience 
eho consider him a dangerous beast 
At present I consider him dangerous 
enly if he hits you. As long as you 
can keep out of his reach you are in 
Mo great danger except from thorns. 

The prevailing estimate of the rhino 
ig that he is an inoffensive creature 
who likes to bask under the shade of 
a tree and watch the years go parad- 
ing by. His thick skin and his fierce 
armament of horns seem to make of 
him a relic of some long forgotten age 
—-the last survivor of the time when 
mammoths and dinosauria roamed the 
manless wastes and time was countec 
ir geological terms instead of days and 
minutes. His eyes are dimmed and 
he sees nothing beyond a few yards 
away, but his hearing asd sense of 
smeil are keen and he sniffs danger 
frcm afar in case danger happens to 
be to windward of him. His sensitive 
nese always alert for foreign and 
therefore suspicious odors, and when 
he smells the biood of an Englishman, 
o- even an American, his tail goes up 
in anger, he sniffs and snorts, and races 
around in a circle while he locates 
the direction where the danger lies— 
and then, lookout. A blind, furious 
rush which only a _ well-sped bullet 
can prevent from causing the untimely 
end of whatever happens to be ip the 
way. That is the popular estimate of 
the rhino. 

Rhino Bird the Lookout. 

Here are some of the conclusions I 
have formed: 

If the hunter carefully 
the rhino from the 
often come within a few yards of the 
animal and might easily shoot him 
a leisurely way. The rhino can see 
only at close range and can smell only 
when the wind brings the scent to 
him. Consequently he would be de- 
fenseless and at the mercy of the 
hunter if it were not for one thing. 
Nature, in her wisdom, has sent the 
little rhino bird to act as a sentinel 
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for the great pachyderm. These little 
birds live on the back of the rhino and, 
as recOmpense for their vigilance, are 
permitted to partake of such ticks and 
insects as inhabit the hide of their 
host. Whenever danger, or, in other 
words, whenever a hunter tries to ap- 
proach their own particular rhino from 
any direction, windward, leeward, or 
any other way, the ever alert and 
watchful rhino bird sounds a tocsin of 
warning. The rhino’ pricks up his 
ears and begins to show signs of tak- 
ing notice. He doesn’t know when or 
what the danger may be, but he knows 
the C. Q. D. code of danger signals 
as delivered to him from the outposts 
On his back and hastens to get busy 
in an effort to locate the foe. As a 
general thing the little birds, on sight 
of danger, begin a wild chatter, rising 
frcm the back of the rhino and flying in 
an opposite direction from the danger. 


Then they return, light on the rhino’s | 
back, and repeat, often several times, | 


the operation of flying away from the 
danger. If the rhino is a wise rhino 
he learns from the birds which is the 
safe way to go and soon trots swiftly 
off. In a measure the habits of the 
rhino bird are as interesting ag those 
of the rhino himself, and as an ex- 
ample of the weak protecting the 
Strong the Damon and Pythias rela- 
tiunship between bird and beast is 
without parallel in the animal king- 
dom. 
Rhino Takes a Red Dirt Bath. 

The rhino is a peaceful animal. He 
browses on herbs and things and 
dwells in friendly relationship with 
the rest of the animal kingdom. Per- 
haps once or twice a day he ambles 
down to some favorite drinking place 
for a drink, but the rest of the time 
he grazes along a hillside or stands 
or lies sleepily under a tree. At such 
times as the latter he may be ap- 
proached quite near without much dan- 
ger. Each day he also goes to a fa- 
vorite’ wallowing place, where he rolls 
in the red dirt and emerges from this 
dirt bath a dull red rhino. In the 
rhino country dozens of these red dirt 
rolling places may be found, each one 
trampled smooth for an area of 15 or 
20 feet in evidence of the great num- 
ber of times it has been used by one 
Or more rhinos. This dirt bath tis a 
defeosive measure against the hordes 
of ticks that infest the rhino. It is a 
subject for wonder that the six or 
eight tick birds do not Keep the rhino 
free of ticks, and it has even been 
argued by some naturalists that the 
rhino bird does not eat ticks, 
merely uses the rhino as a°’convenient 
resting place. Also perhaps they en- 
joy the ride. We had planned to get 
a rhino bird and perform an autopsy 
on him in order to analyze his con- 
tents, but did not do go. 

Pitiable in Sight of Danger. 

After the rhino has taken his dirt 
wallow, and looks fine in his new red 
cOat, he then slowly and painstakingly 
proceeds to kill time during the rest 
of the day. If danger threatens he be. 
comes exceedingly nervous and excit- 
ed His anxiety ts quite acute. In 
vain he tries to locate the danger, 
rushing one way for a few yards, then 
the other way, and finallv all wayg at 
once. His tail is up and he is snort- 
ing like a steam engine. When he 
rushes toward you in this attitude it 
looks very much as though he were 
charging you with the purpose of 
trampling you to flinders. As qa mat- 
er or fact, or, rather, opinion, he is 
merely trying to locate where.you are 
in order that he may run the other 
way. He looks terrifying, but in real- 
ity is probably badly terrified himself. 
He would give a good deal to know 
which way to run and finally becomes 
so excited and nervous that he starts 
frantically in some direction, hoping 
for the best. If this rush happens to 
be in your direction, you call it a 
charge from an infuriated rhino; if 
not, you say that he looked nasty and 
was about to charge, but finally ran 
away in another direction. In most 
rhino charges it is my opinion that the 
rhino is too rattled to know what he 
is doing and, instead of charging ma- 
liciously, he is merely trying to get 
away as fast as possible. 

And in such cases the hunter blazes 

away at him, avounds him, and the 

rhino blindly charges the flash. 
Coaxing Him to the Camera. 

It was our wish to get moving 
pictures of a rhino charge. Mr. Ake- 
ley had a machine and our plan of 
action was simple. We would first 
locate’ the rhino, usually somnolent un- 
der a thorn tree or browsing soberly 
out in the open. We would then get 
to the leeward of him and slowly ad- 
vance the machine; Mr. Akeley In the 
middle and Stephenson and I on each 
side, with our double-barreled cordite 
rifles. Im case the charge became too 
serious to escape we hoped to be able 
to turn him or kill him with our four 
bullets. If we were unsuccessful in 
doing so—well, we had to manage the 
situation by jumping. 

Our first experience was most thrill- 
ing, chiefly because we expected a 
charge. We thought all rhinos charg-

so prepared for busy doings. A rhino 
cow and half-grown calf were discov- 
ered on a distant hillside. We stopped 
in a ravine to adjust the picture 
machine and then crept cautiously up 
the hill until we were within about 
70 yards of the unsuspecting pair. Then 
the rhino birds began to flutter and 
chatter and the two beasts began to 
sniff nervously. Finally they turned 
toward us, with tails erect and noses 
sniffing savagely. Now for the charge, 
we thought, for it was considered an 
absolute certainty that a rhino cow ac- 
companied by its calf would always 
attack. We moved forward a few 
yards, clapped our hands to show 
where we were, and their attitude at 
once became much more threatening. 
They rushed backward and forward a 
couple of times and then faced us 
again. 
Pleasant for the Picture Man. 

By this time we knew they saw us 
and our fingers were within the trigger 
guards, It was agreed that, if they 
charged, they should be allowed to 
come within 40 feet before we fired, 


thus giving the picture machine time 
to get a good record. The situation was 
intense beyond description; and sec- 
onds seemed like hours. When they 
started trotting toward us we thought 
the fatal moment had come, but, in- 
stead of continuing the “charge,” they 
swung around and trotted swiftly off 
in an opposite direction. As far as we 
could see them they trotted swiftly and 
with the lightness of deer, sometimes 
zigzagging their course, but always 
away from us. The charge had failed 
in spite of all our efforts to provoke it. 
The whistling and handclapping 
which we hoped would give them our 
location without doubt § had merely 
served to tell them the way not to go. 

The moving picture record of a 
“charging rhino” would have been a 
brilliant success but for one thing— 
the rhino refused to charge. 

During the following ten days we 
made many similar attempts to get 
a charge and always with nearly the 
same results. Once or twice we got 
within 30 yards before they finally 
turned tail after a number of feints 
that looked much like the beginning 
of a nasty charge. it was always in- 


tensely thrilling work because there 
was the likelihood that we might get 
a charge in spite of the fact that a 
dozen or so previous experiences had 
failed to precipitate one. 

Couldna’t Get a Good Charge. 

In several cases the first rush of 
the rhino was toward us, but instead 
of continuing he would soon swing 
about and make off four times as bad- 
ly scared as we were. It seemed as 
though these preliminary rushes to- 
ward us were efforts to verify the lo- 
cation of danger in order to determine 
the right direction for escape. In all, 
we made between fifteen and twenty 
different atempts on different rhinos 
to get a charge, but with always prac- 
tically the same result, yet with al- 
ways the same thrill of excitement and 
uncertainty. ' 

Comprehensive statistics on a rhino’'s 
charges are hard to obtain. The @is- 
trict commissioner at Embo told me 
that he had been ordered to reduce 
the number of rhinos in his district 
“in the interest of public safety and 
that he had killed thirty-five in all. 
Out of this number five charged him,

That would indicate that one rhino 
in seven will charge. Captain Drake- 
win, in his book, “Big Game Hunting 
on the Equator,” telle of a rhino that 
charged him so viciously thathe threw 
down his bedding roll and the rhino 
tossed it and trampled it with great 
emphasis. After which it trium- 
phantly trotted away, elated probably 
in the thought that he had wiped out 
his enemy. A number of fatalities are 
on record to prove the rhino is a dan- 
serous beast at times, and so I must 
conclude that the rhino experiences 
we had were exceedingly lucky ones, 
and perhaps exceptional ones in that 
respect. 

In only one instance was it necessary 
for us to kill a rhino and even then 
it was done in the interests of pho- 
tography than of urgent necessity. On 
our game licenses we were each al- 
lowed to kill two rhinos, and as I 
wanted one of the Tana river variety 
it was arranged that I should try to 
get the first big one with good horns. 
After a hunt of several hours we found 
two of them together out on the slope 
of a long hill. Our glasses showed that 
one of them was quite large and 
equipped with a splendid front horn 
nearly two feet long and a rear horn 
about a foot long. At the lower slope 
of the hill there were two or three 
trees that screened our approach so 
that we were easily enabled to get 
within about 150 yards of them with- 
out danger of discovery. From the 
trees onward the country was an open 
prairie for two or three miles. 

How It Feels to Shoot a Rhino. 

Armed with a double-barreled cordite 
rifle and the comforting reflection that 
the chances were 7 to 1 that the rhinos 
wculd ‘not charge, I slowly advanced 
alone toward the two rhinos. Behind 
me about 50 yards was the long range 
camera and a second gun manned by 
Mr. Stephenson. When 60 yards from 
the rhinos I stopped, but, as no of- 
fensive tactics were apparent in the 
camp of the enemy, I slowly walked 
forward to 35 yards. Then they saw 
me. They faced me with what seemed 
like an attitude of decided unfriendli- 
ness. Their tails were up and they 
were snorting like steam engines. 
When the big one started to- 
ward me I fired and it fell like a 
log The other one, instead of thunder- 
ing away, according to expectations, 
became much more belligerent. It ran 
a few steps, then swung around, and 
I felt certain that it was going to 
avenge the death of its comrade. The 
camera brigade rushed forward, clap- 
ping their hands to scare it away, as 
there was no desire to kill both of the 
animals. But it refused to go. It 
would sometimes run a few steps, but 
then it would turn and come toward 
us It was evidently in a fighting 
mood, with no intention of deserting 
the field of action. Finally by firing 
shots in the air and yelling noisily it 
turned and dashed over the side of 
the hill. The photograph, taken at 
the intant the big rhino Struck, 
was remarkably dramatic and showed 
one rhino in an aggerssive attitude and 
the other just plunging down from the 
Shot of the big bullet. 

Making Use eof the Hide. 

The front horn of the dead rhino 
was 20% inches long and in many 
places its hide was over an inch thick. 
Strips of this were cut off to make 
whips, and a large section was re- 
moved to be made into a table top, 
These table tops, polished and ren- 
dered transparent by the curing proc- 
esses, are beautiful as well as ex- 
tremely interesting. The rhino’s 
tongue is even more delicious to eat 
than ox tongue, and rhino tail soup is 
a great luxury on any white man’s 
table, while the native porters con- 
sider rhino meat the finest of any meat 
to be had in Africa. The conscience of 
one who. slays a rhino is somewhat 
appeased by the fact that a hundred 
native porters will have a good square 
meal of wholesome meat to help build 
up their systems. 

Our expedition, has sustained only 
ene real rhino charge. One day Mr, 
Stephenson stumbled on a big cow

rhino that was lying in the grass. The 
meeting was as unexpected to him as 
to her, and before he could count five 
she was rushing headlong toward him. 
He clapped his hands, whistled, and - 
shouted to turn her course, but she 
came on, snorting loudly and with 
head ready to impale everything in its 
way. Stephenson did not kill her, 
neither did he desire to be killed, so 
when all other means had failed he 
i! fired a soft nose bullet into her shoul- 
der tn the hope that it would turn her 
away without seriously hurting her. 
The bullet seemed to have no effect 
and she did not change her course in 
the slightest degree. By this time she 
was within a few feet of Stephenson, 
who was obliged to run a few feet 
and take refuge behind a tree. 
Narrow Shave for Stephenson. 

The gunbearers and porters, who 
had fled in all directions, thought that 
Stephenson was caught, but the rhino, 
passing him with only a small mar- 
gin of 5 feet, continued thunderously 
on her way. In a few yards she 
slowed down, and when last seen was 
walking. She had evidently been hit 
very hard by the soft nose bullet and 
was already showing signs of sick- 
ness. Suddenly a terrific squealing 
made the party aware that the cow 
rhino had been accompanied by a little 
rhino calf. The calf, only a couple of 
weeks old, charged savagely at every 
one in sight and every one in sight 
took refuge behind trees and bushes, 
Instead of trying to escape, the ani- 
mal turned and continued to attack in 
all directions whenever a man showed 
himself. When a man leaped behind a 
tree the calf would charge the tree 
with such force that it would be 
hurled back several feet, only to 
spring up and charge again. His 
squealing could be heard for a mile. 
After a long time the porters succeed- 
ed in capturing it and then conveyed 
it back to camp strung op a pole. If 
that little rhino was any criterion of 
rhino pugnacity, then surely the rhino 
is born with the instinctive impulse to 
charge and to fight as savagely as any 
animal alive 

The little rhino was fed on milk and 
then swung in a comfortable hammock, 
made of a zebra skin. In this undig- 
nified way it was carried by eight por- 
ters to’ Fort Hall, two marches away, 
where it lived only a week or ten days 
and then succumbed from lack of prop- 
er nourishment. 

Tana River Country Favorite Spot. 

Sometimes, when the safari is 
marching through bush country, the 
rhino becomes an element of consid- 
erable anxiety. An armed party must 
precede the caravan and clear the 
route of rhinos, otherwise the porters 
are likely to be scattered by threat- 
ened charges. It is no uncommon 
sight to see a crowd of heavily laden 
porters drop their loads and shin up 
the nearest tree in record time. Con- 
sequently, strong protective measures 
are always demanded when a long 
train of unarmed natives are moving 
through bush or scrub country where 
there are many rhinos. 

The lower Tana river country !s ad- 
mirably adapted to the life habits of 
the rhinos. Formerly the district was 
well settled by natives, but now, owing 
to the fever conditions prevailing 
there, the natives have all moved away 
to more wholesome places and now 
only the forlorn remains of deserted 
villages mark where formerly pros- 
perity reigned. The country has been 
abandoned to game, with the result 
that it has been enormously increas- 
ine during the last few years. In ad- 
dition to the great numbers of rhinos 
there are big herds of buffalo, enor- 
mous numbers of hippo in the river. 
and many small droves of eland. Wa- 
terbuck, bushbuck, steinbuck, {!mpala, 
hartehbeest and zebra dwell in compara- 
tive immunity from danger and may 
be seen in hundreds egrazine on the 
hills or in the woods tW&t frinee the 
river. It is a sportsman’s practice. !{? 
he manages to escane the fever, and 
we enfoved it tremendously. even 
though we shot only a hundrdeth nart 
of what we might easily have shot. 
The charm of hunting in such a reefon 
lies in what one sees rather than fn 
what one kills.

The Warehouses of South Asia. 

T wish IT could take you to

abou! ft is 1,440 miles from Hong- 
kong. §&£.000 miles from London, and 
oniv two or three days from Java 
Rorneo and others of the Dutch East 
Indies. Sumatra is in plain view from 
where IT am writing. Bangkok, Siam, 
four davs away, and Burma is 
around the corner. This island 
‘lies midway in the Straits of Malacca. 
Tt is the chief stopping place between 
Pacific and Indian oceans, and it 
just half way between China and 
India. It is the gateway of the east, 
where the shaved heads of the celes- 
tials and tne turbans of the Hindus 
bump against one another. To the 
noith and east all is Mongolian, to the 
west and northwest everything Indlfan. 

| came to Singapore from Hongkong. | 
We skirted French China, went by the 
Gulf of Stam and then coasted the 
Malay Peninsula, whose palm _ trees 
could be seen quivering in the hot 
hreeze. We passed wooded islands and 
entered a sapphire sea surrounded by a 
gr-en archipelago, at the back of which 
Singapore lay iike a picture before us. 
It was afternoon and heavy black 
clouds hung over the palms. The 
Mighty steamers coming in and going 
out left trails of smoke behind them, 
and as we advanced the storm broke 
and a peal of thunder gave us a royal 
salute. Then the air cleaged and we 
eould see Stngapore rising almost 
straight up from the water. 
Singapore’s Shipping. 

Big business blocks extend along the 
shore for a. mile or more. The city has 
about 5 miles of docks and the harbor 
is one of the busiest of the world. The 
wharves are so built that ships can 
steam right up to them, and scores

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NUMEROUS PARKS OF LONDON 
MAKE TRAFFIC VERY HARD 


London, February 19.—As usual, Lon: 
don wants to keep its cake and eat 
it. In other words, the continued 
preservation of London's park sysiem 
—Or rather London’s park chaos—-pre- 
cludes a much-needed traffic reform. 
london is iittered with parks; parks 
laid out from a point of view that no 
one takes; parks patronized only Dy 
wastrels, parks for eiderly and fasn- 
ionabie people to whom a public con- 
veyance is a revolting sight, parks 
that are inclosed and unused, parks— 
but why enumerate! 

The most significant fact about the 
London parks is the inconvenient way 
they spraw!)] in one’s road. Anybody 
who lives anywhere and is trying to 
be somebody from somewhere—jheTfe 
are a few sueh people, even in London 
—when en route for the opera is forced 
to mount an Omnibus before taking a 
taxicab. in order to circumvent tiie 
parks; a taxi the whole way would 
spel! financial ruin, and parks @re in- 
evitable. 

“What 
mann,” says a 


London wants is a Hauss- 
well-known engineer. 
“A bold Baron Haussmann willl have 
little regard for the ancient fiction 
that a park, like the Green Park, is 
a resort for dowagers. With a firm 
hand he will treat St. James’ Park. 
Birdcage Walk will be an open boule- 
vard, widened for tramway cars with 
three roads and rows of trees, and the 
path acros the lake will become an- 
other fine thoroughfare, leading in one 
line from St. James’ palace to Queen 
Anne's Gate. 

“In that way Hyde Park will no 
longer throttle the traffic of lLon- 
don. Park Lane and the adjoining 
Grive in the park will be merged into 
one fine boulevard, divided into three 
roads with intervening grass, flowers 
and trees. A similar great artery will 
cross the middle of Hyde park, passing 
over the Serpentine at its widest part, 
giving the traveler a brilliant tmpres- 
sion of that sheet of water.”’ 

There is no doubt that only a Hauss- 
man could reconstruct London. Occa- 
sionally the traffic branch of the board 
of trade meets to decide that “there’s 
lots of things that oughter be, but

ain't.’ Nothing can be done because 


London is divided Into two cities. and 
about thirty boroughs, each of which 


performs its own improvements; the 
county council has not the power to 
reconstruct London as a whole. 

Very different has been the history 
of the reconstruction of Paris. AS 
far back as 1793 a commission Of ar- 
tists drew up a plan of improvements, 
some of which were carried out, and 
in 1854 Baron Haussmann, prefect of 
the Seine, amplified the original scheme 
He drew up a large and bold improve- 
ment project and from 1858 forward 
he labored diligentiy for many years 
upon its realization. The work has 
been continued without a break down 
to the present day at great and in- 
creasing cost. The result is visible 
in the spacious streets which’ make 
Paris the most attractive and in many 
respécts the most convenient capital 
in the world. 

Paris has now 102 miles of streets, 
98 feet 6 inches or more in width. 
London has no more than 8% miles of 
Streets, and few of the streets are 
more than 100 feet wide, whereas some 
of the avenues in Paris are more than 
200 feet wide, and the with of one 
is aS much as 390 feet. Paris has 
42 roads radiating into the surround- 
ing country. London, with a popula. 
tion twice as large, has twenty, and 
these, with few exceptions, are less 
wide. 

Im the case of London the require- 
ments have not been ascertained in 
detail; all that is known is that the 
streets are too narrow, that the arte- 
rial roads are inadequate in number 
and width, that tramway accommoda- 
tion is insufficient and that traffic 
conditions generally are unsatisfac- 
tory. Railway enterprise is almost at 
a Standstill, and the time is approach- 
ing when the increase of traveling 
and the outward movement.of the pop- 
ulation will be checked unless a 
Haussmann comes forward. 

It is interesting to note that the pop- 
ulation of the central parts of London 
is decreasing steadily. The diminu- 
tion from 1881 to 1891 of the district 
within a radius of three miles from 
St. Paul’s cathedral was 69,631: from 
1891 to 1901, it was 49,592: while it 
is estimated that the decrease from 
1901 to 1909 will reach 57,033.

BY ENGLISH POLICE COURT 


® 


London, February 19.—When French 
literature is marshalled into an Eng- 
lish police court, the proceedings are 
always grotesque. These proceedings 
are founded on a dear old obscure 
prints act of 1857, a year branded by 
Similar acts of violence and virtuous 
excesses. This week Sir Albert de 
Rutzen, London's chief magistrate, had 
before him a summons against a 
bookseller, calling upon him to show 
why 272 books by Balzac should not 
be destroyed. “Droll Stories’ were 
read aloud in court with particular at- 
tention to the noble principles of em.- 
phasis and coherence. It was unani- 
mously conceded that the book reeked 
from cover to cover. Sir Albert said: 

“Il do not wonder at the summons, 
It ig perfectly clear to my mind that 
a more filthy spot has not been found 
in London for a very long time. The 
police have done uncommonly well in 
bringing this matter to light.” 

“You are not able to say,” said the 
offending bookseller, “that there is 
anything in these translations which 
Balzac himself did not write?” “No.” 

“Supposing I were to put Baizac, of 
France, in the category of 
speare, of England, what would you 
say to that?’ “Ll am out of my depth 
there.”’ 

“These works can be found in any 
library in England.” “I think not." 

In no other European capital or in 
any American capital could there be 
such a monstrously idiotic case. In 
fact American “high brows" take a 
savage delight in leaving legacies of 
unexpurgated classics to public libra- 
ries. English. libraries, however, do 
not shelter classics—-at any rate, clas.

“No,” said the manager, and then 
retired to consult the proprietor. The 
next morning “The Harlot’s Progress’,’ 
in two volumes, was sent round from 


the library. 

Imagine one of the largest circulat- 
ing libraries in the world, in the year 
1910, refusing to supply an estab- 
liched, world-admired, classical work 
of genius because its title contains 
the word “harlot.” tt was Henry 
James, in his lectures of Balzac, who 
spoke of George Eliot, Jane Austin 
and a few other English classics as 
but glimmering lanterns that hang in 
the broad avenue leading to the seat- 
ed figure of Balzac. 

Not only fs Balzac tabooed, but re- 
cently a subscriber was told that 
‘“Tralian Hours,” by Henry James, 
could not be supplied to him as, in the 
opinion of the eo director, the 
circulation of the ook “would be 
detrimental to the good name our li-' 
brary holds for the circulation of ' 
thoroughly wholesome literature.”

The board also indorsed the work 
of our honored president general, Mrs. 
Matthew W. Scott. Her platform of 
being in favor of all things unlifting 
and educational is very near the hearts 
of her Georgia Daughters, and the ex- 
ecutive board Wishes to indorse her 
work of the past and pledge her our 
support for the future. 

In speaking of the Martha Berry 
fund, it is well to notice and give 
praise to the Marietta chapter and 
Cobb county, which has raised over 
$300 for this good cause during the 
last year.

Unveiling in Savannah. 

Mrs. Morgan announced that the 
unveiling of the Oglethorpe monument 
would occur some time in May, and it 
was earnestly desired that every chap- 
ter in the state would send a delegate 
to be present at the unveiling Reso- 
lutions on the death of one of our best 
beloved chairman and also the ex- 
regent of the Thomas Jefferson chap- 
ter, Mrs R. B. Toy, of Atlanta, was 
passed, and the loving sympathy of 
the board extended to pereaved’ 
husband and children. 

Mrs John M. Graham, the first vice 
regent, gave a report on Georgia Day, 
a work that each Daughter of the 
American Revolution is vitally inter- 
ested in. 

At the close of the meeting a rising 
yote was given to Mrs. P. W. God- 
frey. This will be the last Time she 
will preside over the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, as Mrs. John M. 
Graham will be duly elected at the 
congress in April. This ends a very 
successful year for the Daughters of 
the American Revolution in Georgia— 
a fitting close to one of the most bril- 
liant and successful administrations.

Delegates must be elected on or be- 
fore the Ist of March preceding the 
continental congress. A regent may be 
empowered by her chapter to fill any 
vacancy arising in her delegatiton, 
from illness or other cause, after the 
Ist of March, from alternates duly 
elected for that purpose, on or before 
the ist of March. 

Each chapter shall be entitled to be 
represented at the continental con- 
gress by its regent or her alternate. 

The chapters shall be entitled to be 
represented by their regent and one 
delegate for the first fifty members; 
when one hundred members are attain- 
ed, to still be represented by but one 
delegate. This to apply to all chap- 
ters. 

After the first hundred, the represen- 
tation shall be in a ratio of one dele- 
gate to every subsequent one hundred. 

An alternate shall be elected for each | 
chapter regent and delegate. 

Only members who have paid their 
dues for the official year, then current, 
shall be entitled to representation. 

Regents or chapters organized after 
March 1 are not entitled to alternates. 
because the time limit for the election 
of these alternates has already ex- 
pired. 

No chapter can be represented by a 
member of any other chapter. 

Representation in congress will be 
based on dues for 1909, received by the 
treasurer general on or before March 
1, 1910. 

All these requirements will be strict- 
ly enforced, and chapter regents are 
hereby informed that delegates and 
alternates elected after the Ist day of
